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Engineering office building to go ahead 



UVic’s first post-restraint-period academic 
building will be a $3.5 million office wing 
for the Faculty of Engineering. Construc¬ 
tion on the project, which received provin¬ 
cial approval on Jan. 31, is expected to be 
underway by early summer, and the build¬ 
ing will be ready for use by the beginning of 
the 1990/91 academic year. Specific plans 
are currently being prepared. 

The new building will be located imme¬ 
diately to the south of the Science and Engi¬ 
neering Complex, in what is now an area of 
bush. In the long-term, plans call for it to be 
attached to a new Engineering laboratory 
wing, a project which is in the University’s 
five-year capital plan, but has not yet been 
approved by the Province. The new office 
wing will be a 31,000-square-foot building 
with almost 19,000 square feet of assign¬ 
able space, but the project will add only 
slightly to the University’s total floorspace 
inventory. That’s because four World War II- 
vintage huts now being used by Engineer¬ 
ing will be put out-of-service upon its com¬ 
pletion. The huts presently account for over 
15,000 square feet of assignable space. The 
affected huts are N, O, J and K Huts. 

The Province’s approval of the new build¬ 


ing comes as part of its effort to replace 
temporary space at the three B.C. univer¬ 
sities. Like UVic, UBC has war-time huts 
in use on its campus, while Simon Fraser 
University accommodates its needs for 
temporary space with trailers. UVic’s capi¬ 
tal plan calls for the replacement of 84 per 
cent of its temporary space over the next 
five years. 

The approved new office structure will be 
a four-storey square building with the base¬ 
ment initially being left unfinished. Dr. 
Eric Manning, Dean of Engineering, is 
attempting to raise $250,000 in corporate 
donations which, when combined with a 
matching provincial capital grant, would 
permit completion of the basement floor. 

Upon hearing of the Provincial funding 
approval, Manning described it as “a very 
welcome step in the right direction.” He said 
he was “grateful to the people of British 
Columbia for providing the funds and to Mr. 
Trevor Matthews (Vice-President, Admin¬ 
istration) for his effective work on our 
behalf?’ Manning described the new space 
as “sorely-needed,” but noted that “the Fac¬ 
ulty still has serious space deficiencies for 
graduate students -and research.”

MacLaurin Phase III gets provincial nod 


Eight years after becoming the University’s 
top building priority, a permanent home for 
the Faculty of Human and Social Develop¬ 
ment and parts of the Faculty of Fine Arts 
have been given the provincial go-ahead. 

The new building may actually be two 
separate structures, one for each of the two 
affected faculties. In total, almost 60,000 
square feet of assignable space is expected 
to be constructed. This will include new 
space for the Dean and all five schools in 
Human and Social Development: Child and 
Youth Care, Health Information Science, 
Nursing, Social Work and Public Adminis¬ 
tration. A Fine Arts wing will have space 
for the Dean of Fine Arts and the Depart¬ 
ments of History in Art and Creative 
Writing. 


In addition to offices, the Human and 
Social Development wing will include a fac¬ 
ulty resource centre and library, special 
laboratories and research space. Facilities 
of the Fine Arts wing will include a visual 
image resource centre for History in Art 
and laboratories for photography, typogra¬ 
phy and electronic publishing for Creative 
Writing. The project will also see the addi¬ 
tion of general university computer and 
audio-visual facilities, meeting rooms and 
about a dozen classrooms, including one for 
Teleconferencing. 

Dr. Brian Wharf, Dean of Human and 
Social Development, expressed delight 
with the announcement, saying the long 


delay “has only spurred our anticipation 
rather than dulling it. We will be interested 
in preserving the human scale and environ¬ 
ment of the Sedgewick in the new building.” 
Three of the Faculty’s five Schools are pres- 
ently located in the single-storey 
Sedgewick Building. 

The new building is expected to cost just 
over $13.6 million, with planning to start 
immediately and construction expected to 
begin late in 1989. Occupancy should be 
possible by January of 1991. 

MacLaurin Phase III will be located on 
vacant land between the existing Mac¬ 
Laurin and Sedgewick buildings. If the 
Fine Arts wing is not physically connected 
to the Human and Social Development 
wing, it might be located outside Ring Road

adjacent to the Phoenix Building or to the 
west or the north of the MacLaurin Music 
wing. 

Approval of MacLaurin Phase III is big 
news to the Faculties of Human and Social 
Development and Fine Arts, but will also 
affect many others on campus. In addition 
to the general University facilities included 
in the new building, a total of almost 20,000 
square feet of assignable space presently 
occupied by Human and Social Develop¬ 
ment and Fine Arts will be made available 
for other uses upon its completion. That 
space is in the MacPherson Library, 
Sedgewick, Clearihue and Cornett 
buildings. 



Vigas gives $1.5 million for environmental research chair 


The Vancouver Island Gas Company 
announced Jan. 27 that it will give UVic 
$1.5 million over 10 years to endow a new 
chair in environmental research. 

University President Dr. Howard Petch 
says that UVic is delighted with the endow¬ 
ment and would begin efforts to recruit a 
scientist with suitable credentials to fill the 
chair. It has not yet been determined which 
academic department will receive the new 
chair. 

According to Vigas Chairman R.G. 
Graham, the chairholder will conduct 
research into the environmental impacts of 
combustion. Such research will be directed 
towards reducing pollution from internal 
combustion engines.

When the idea of creating the endowment 
was raised a year ago by UVic Board of 
Governors Chairman Ian Stewart, the com¬ 
pany was enthusiastic. “The UVic endow¬ 
ment fits in with the company’s long term 
interests,” explains Jean deGrasse, vice- 
president and general manager of B.C. 
operations for Vigas parent company Inter- 
City Gas Corp. “We want to be a good corpo¬ 
rate citizen. We shall be operating in the 
Victoria region and feel we should support 
efforts such as environmental research at 
the University.” 

In late January, Vigas was chosen as the 
purchaser of B.C. Hydro’s Victoria Gas 
Division. As a result, the company gained 
exclusive rights to distribute natural gas 


south of the Malahat. If the $485-million 
natural gas pipeline to Vancouver Island 
becomes a reality, Vigas is expected to sup¬ 
ply natural gas to at least 50,000 homes in 
the region. 

ICG has conducted research and develop¬ 
ment in converting diesel engines to natu¬ 
ral gas. In Fort St. John, the company is 
currently testing a log hauling truck that 
has been converted to burning 100 per cent 
natural gas. “I believe that this is a first for 
an engine of such large size,” says deGrasse. 

The new chair will further strengthen 
environmental research at UVic and help 
attract other funds in the form of matching 
grants and research assignments. Accord¬ 
ing to Stewart, the endowment may encour¬ 


age further grants from industry to 
conduct research and development with the 
University.

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UVic’s role in creating more B.C. universities 
to be discussed by Senate 


Having been born more than 25 years ago 
with UBC as a mentor institution, UVic 
must now decide whether it wants to serve 
a similar parental role for B.C. colleges 
considering the move toward independent 
degree-granting status. At a Feb. 1 meeting 
of the UVic Senate, President Dr. Howard 
Petch raised this issue along with more 
general questions of access and the impli¬ 
cations of creating new B.C. universities. 
He asked that it be discussed by the Facul¬ 
ties and by the Senate Planning Commit¬ 
tee with later referral to the Senate and the 
Board of Governors for a decision. 

Petch told the Senate: “It will take an 
enrolment increase of about 15,000 full¬ 
time equivalent students to bring B.C. up 
to the Canadian average in participation 
rate.” Low participation rates are partic¬ 
ularly noticeable among residents of rural 
B.C. who are presently only a third as 


likely to attend university as urban resi¬ 
dents. That’s the kind of evidence that has 
prompted many in the province to explore 
ways of improving access to post-secondary 
education. 

After outlining enrolment, funding and 
participation statistics that he described as 
“gloomy,” Petch told the Senate of moves 
now being proposed to bring university 
programs to Prince George, Kamloops, 
Kelowna and Nanaimo. The President 
observed that “there seems to be political 
acceptance that there will be degree-grant¬ 
ing institutions in most if not all of these 
areas. The outstanding questions seem to 
center on how to bring this about and on 
what time scale.” 

The establishment of degree-granting 
institutions outside the urban areas of Van¬ 
couver and Victoria will have a particular 


impact on UVic which currently draws 
fully half its students from rural areas. 
Simon Fraser and UBC have 18 and 22 per 
cent rural students respectively. 

Petch described the alternatives for 
increasing the availability of university 
programs in the interior as “a choice 
between the ‘university now’ model and a 
college evolution concept.” The first choice, 
which has been proposed by the Interior 
University Society based in Prince George, 
calls for the immediate establishment of a 
full-fledged university including programs 
in medicine, dentistry and graduate 
studies up to the Ph.D. level. The capital 
cost of this option would be considerable. 
Petch feels that the second option, the col¬ 
lege evolution concept, has been accepted 
by Kamloops and Kelowna. This would 
involve one or more of B.C.’s existing uni¬ 


versities serving as a mentor to a college 
during a roughly 10-year development 
period leading toward independent degree¬ 
granting authority. 

The president told the Senate, “Events are 
moving very quickly. Although we do not 
have any budgetary information, and the 
political decision may not have been made, 
the Ministry is encouraging the Colleges to 
try to have degree programs in place by 
September 1989.” He stated that he feels 
that such an early date is unrealistic but he 
asked for “early discussion” of whether Sen¬ 
ate “is prepared for this University to enter 
a joint agreement with one or more colleges 
in order to prepare them for independent 
degree-granting status. In other words, to 
work with a college as UBC worked with 
Victoria College before this institution 
achieved university status.”

Alumnus donates $50,000 


Nominations due 
for Alumni scholarships 
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Campus planner prepared for possible building boom

When Gerry Robson came to UVic in June of 1987 to serve as Director of Campus 
Planning, he was told that the campus had finished its period of rapid growth and that he 
could expect relatively little new campus development. The lack of major projects on the 
horizon didn’t discourage Robson, who “was intrigued by both the campus and the 
opportunity” Robson brought both his expertise as a professional engineer and his love for 
sailing to UVic from the corporate world of Calgary. 

Since his arrival, Robson says prospects for campus growth “have turned around.” This 
is an understatement when the scale of the potential campus building-boom now facing 
the University is considered. Within the next four years, it is possible that the UVic 
campus will see a start to many of the following proposed new buildings or major 
additions: 

• Gordon Head residence building 

• Engineering office building 

• Human and Social Development wing 

• Fine Arts wing 

• Visual Arts building 

• Engineering laboratory building 

• Building for a proposed business program 

• Housing for students with families 

• Student Union Building expansion 

• Graduate Student centre 

• Centennial Stadium expansion 

• Multi-purpose field house 

• Aquatic complex 

Although only the first four of these projects have been approved and funded and some of 
the others may never go ahead, the prospect for physical change on the UVic campus 
between now and 1993 is staggering. It is not surprising that Robson reports that his office 
has been “very, very busy” in recent months. 

Robson’s boss, Trevor Matthews (V.R Administration), is pleased that MacLaurin Phase 
III and the Engineering office wing have been approved. (See Stories, Page 1.) These are 
the first of five projects in his five-year capital plan for academic buildings on the campus. 
He says: “I’m optimistic and these approvals reinforce that optimism.” He warns, however, 
that assumptions should not be made about the other potential future projects, partic¬ 
ularly Commonwealth Games facilities. A siting study for the Games is due to be 


completed this spring, with final decisions to follow, and Matthews says “we don’t want to 
pre-judge where facilities might go.” 

Matthews agrees, however, that the UVic campus faces the prospect of an “unprece¬ 
dented” building-boom. In fact, he feels “the potential is there that you could get too much 
happening here.” 

Robson and the Campus Planning Department are responsible for the overall planning 
and implementation of University capital and construction programs, including renova¬ 
tion projects. He and a staff of five permanent and two temporary workers are involved 
with each project from the time initial planning begins through to the day doors open for 
regular use. 

Although he didn’t come to UVic expecting to work on what might become the busiest 
period of campus construction in the University’s history, Robson is not surprised that the 
need for new space has reached its present state. “There’s been quite a backlog of pent-up 
demand on campus from before the beginning of restraint.” 

The approval of MacLaurin Phase III and the Engineering office wing is indirect good 
news for Visual Arts students and faculty who have brought attention to their need for new 
space in the past. Visual Arts now stands at the top of the University’s priority list for the 
replacement of temporary space. Matthews says a requirements study for a new Visual 
Arts building is now in the works and is likely to be complete within the “next few months.” 
The University capital plan, which depends on government funding, calls for a start to 
construction on that project in just over a year. 

In order to help deal with all the work generated by these projects, Robson hopes to soon 
add an additional professional engineer to the Campus Planning staff. At the moment, he 
works with Vic Golinsky, Manager of Projects; Art Price and Ron McDowell, technicians; 
Alan Oliphant, part-time technician; Peter Atkin, Projects Officer; and Michelle Connolly, 
Secretary. 

Robson doesn’t think the University will outgrow its existing Gordon Head campus “in 
the very immediate future,” but he is well aware that in the long-term, “the campus is land- 
poor.” The lack of space makes it particularly important for new facilities to be well- 
planned and that attention be given to protecting open space and preserving some of the 
campus’ remaining forested areas. Robson feels that these concerns have been kept in 
mind by UVic’s Administration and that “the University is a conscientious developer of the 
land we do have.”
